WHEREAS this prefent general affembly have
¥ ¥ taken mnto their confideration the charter late-
Iy granted to the city of Annapolis, and being defirous
to give all due encouragement to cohabitation, have
refolved to confirm the {ame-charter, and to explain
and reftrain fome claufes and grants therein contaitied,
they humbly pray that it may be enacted,” =" "

II. AND 1T 318 HEREBY ENACTED, &y the
Lueen’s moff. exccellent Majefly, by end with rbe Advice
and Confent of her Magefly's Governer, Council anc

Affembly, of this Province, and by the Authority of

the fame, That the faid charter to the city of Anna-
polis, bearing date, at the faid city, on the twenty-
fecond day of November, anno I7d§_, in the feventh
year of her majefty’s reign, fealed with the great feal
of this her majeﬁy_’.é province, and fighed with the
fign manual of his excellency John Seymour, Efquire,
captain-general and governor in chief thereof, incor-
porating the inhabitants of Annapolis into a city and
body corporate, and the feveral articles, claufes,

nts, powers, authorities and privileges, therein

contained, fhall, by virtue of this act, be held, taken, -

ftand,
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ftand, remain, and be firm and valid, to all intents
and purpeks whatfoever, within the fame charter
mentioned and exprefled, fubjeét neverthele(s to the
feveral -reftrictions and explanations herein fpecified
and. declared ; (that is to fay,) that it fhall in no
wife be intended, conftrued, meant or taken, to in-
fringe the liberties and privileges of the public, either
in regard to the public lands and buildings by them
heretofore purchafed and built, but that the fame
{hall be referved and continued for ever to the ufes
and purpofes to which they have already been allot-
ted ; and that all and every the judges and juftices of
the feveral courts of judicature, which have ufually
held their courts within the famecity, in the public
court-houfe thereof, thall and may continue fo to do;
and the juftices, commiflioners and fheriff, of Anne-
Arundel county, fhall have, hold and exercife, their
jurifdi&tion, in as full and ample manner, to all in-
tents and purpofes, in the port of Annapolis, as here<
tofore had been ufual. :
. III. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED AND DE-
cLARED, That the by-laws to be made by the faid
corporation fhall not affelt, or be binding to, any
other the inhabitants’ of this province, but wholly
reftrained to the inhabitants and refidents of the faid
city ;. and that the claufe in the faid charter, empow-

«ering the corporation to fet toll on horfes, cattle 2nd

other commodities, to be fold on the two fair days of
the firft of May, and of St. Michael the archangel,
yearly, fhall not, in anywife, enure, be conftrued or
extended, to empowering the corporation ‘to afiefs any
tollior impoft upon cattle, goods, wares or mer~’
chandifes, whatfocver, to be fold therein, if the goods,

wares or merchandifes, fhould not amount to the
value of twenty fhillings current money; but if it

IV. Anp, whereas the citizens and burgefles of
the feveral boroughs in England have formerly been
allowed but half wages, in refpet to the falary of the

£p, That the citizens reprefenting the city of Anna-
polis, fhall only be allowed half the wages to the
delegates and reprefentatives as is and fhall be allow-
ed to the delegates of the feveral counties of this
province, and no more.

V. Axp, whereas Wornell Hunt, Efquire, the
prefent recorder of the faid city, is not yet qualified
